BALFOUR WEI~HAI-~WEI-D- 
AWAKE ! 


| T was with no idea of emulating the ex-Editor 


of the Pall Mall that I ventured to perpetrate 

the above execrable pun, for which I crave 

pardon. It is simply meant as a chuckle of 
satisfaction over the successful diplomatic coup 
of Lord Salisbury or Mr. Balfour in adroitly 
turning the tables on their acrid critics in the Press 
and in Parliament. On one of our centre pages 
is given an Illustration of the spacious Harbour 
of Wei-Hai-Wei, which that shrewd negotiator 
and genial humorist, Li-Hung-Chang, appears 
to have been persuaded to ‘‘ lease’’ to Great 
Britain just as Kiao - Chau was ‘‘leased’’ to 
Germany and Port Arthur and Talien-Wan to 
Russia. Looking at the situation in the East 
calmly, and strengthened in my opinion by the 
views of experienced Captains who have sailed 


| in the Chinese seas for many years, I cannot 


but welcome the prospects of improved trade 
opened by the ‘‘leasing’’ of these ports 
to the Great Powers. We hold the advan- 
tage—and mean to safeguard it with our iron- 
clads—in }commanding the entrances to the 
chief channels of commerce with China. It is 
idle to be jealous of Russia’s possession of Port 
Arthur. Russia has done wonders for Civilisation 
in building magnificent cities in Siberia ; and with 
thecompletionof the grand trans-Siberian railway, 
and the probable opening of rich goldfields near 
that iron-road, Russia will do greater things yet 
to promote the welfare and happiness of the 
peoples she governs in Asia. The Czar is no 
retrogressive Monarch, but is an enlightened and 
peace-loving Emperor, and may be trusted to 
see the advantages of facilitating the trade of all 
nations to Port Arthur, especially asit will feed the 
vast railway enterprise he has so much at heart. 


The Pope as Mediator. 

President M‘Kinley and all cool- brained 
Americans and Spaniards who strove to avert 
war over the bitter Cuban question deserve the 
fervent gratitude of all true lovers of Peace. 
Both nations were exasperated. Hostilities 
might have been precipitated at any moment 
by a single rash act. It was at this juncture 
that His Holiness the Pope took a step which 
men of all sects and creeds must heartily ap- 
prove. He offered his services as Mediator, as 
thus related by Reuter’s Madrid correspondent 
last Monday— 

‘<The Papal Nuncio called at.the Palace to- 
day, and requested an audience of the Queen 
Regent. He was immediately received by her 
Majesty, to whom he delivered a telegram which 
had just reached him from the Pope. 

“The Queen Regent thereupon summoned 
Senor Sagasta and the Ministers of the Colonies, 
Foreign Affairs, and War, and showed them the 
Message from the Pope, in which his Holiness 
says that he has decided to offer his mediation 
in the Cuban Question if Spain agrees to accept 
it. His Holiness adds that, as Father of all the 
Faithful, he-cannot intervene, unless a stop be 
put to the shedding of the blood of those who 
are God’s sons, and he therefore asks for a 
suspension of hostilities. 

‘The Government decided to accept the 
Pope’s offer, with certain reservations, and the 
Spanish reply was at once transmitted to Rome.” 

Though it was subsequently stated that the 
reported mediation of his Holiness was officially 
denied, it is earnestly to be hoped that the world 


will yet see realised the Pope’s ardently expressed- 


wish that a conflict between Spain and the United 
States may be averted. 
President Bartolome Maso, 

head of the Executive Department of the Cuban 
Government, is sketched at a momentous crisis 
for him and his brother Cubans and ‘‘ The Pearl 
of the Antilles.” Major-General Masó impressed 
a recent visitor (a writer on Harper's Weekly) 
as being a very conscientious, energetic, and 
intelligent man, and, above all things, a 
great patriot and one who has the reputa- 
tion of being one of the most honest men 
on the island. He was born in Manzanillo in 
1834, and took part in the insurrection of 1868. 
On Feb. 24, 1895, he left Manzauillo, and the 
President of the Cuban Republic has been in the 
field ever since. Despite the hosts of Cubans

CHESS IN LONDON, 


The principal match play during the Club season in 
London from November to March is devoted to the com- 
petition of the London Chess League. There are three 
divisions—“ A,” the strongest, for clubs competing with 
twenty players a-side; “B,” for match competition of 
twelve players a-side; and “C,” for eight players. The 
“ A” division has, last season, attracted the largest number 
of competing clubs—namely, eleven, including the Metro- 
politan, Ludgate Circus, Athenseum, three of the strongest 
clubs in London. There was much excitement when it was 
noticed that a mere suburban club like the Brixton was 
outflanking some of the central organisations like the 
Metropolitan and the Ludgate. It was said that the form 
would not last, but the success of Brixton did last, never- 
theless, to the very end. Their nearest and most formidable 
rival was the North London. This encounter took place 
last week, and, like the previous matches, it resulted in a 
highly creditable victory for Brixton, who thereby had the 
honour of winning the trophy this year. We append a 
game played in the match by Mr. Harold J. acobs, a brother 
of Mr. Herbert Jacobs, of the England vy.

The Drawing on the present page gives some idea of the panic 
occasioned by the British Gun-boats on the banks of the Nile. To come 
ta recent successes, the first important encounter with the Dervishes 
during the present Nile sxpedition took place on Sunday, March 27. 
While the Sirdar, with the bulk of his army, was holding Mahmoud in 
check at El Hilgi, and tempting the Dervish leaders to attack, an 
expedition was despatched for the capture of Shendy. The, gun- 
boats Zafar, Captain Keppel;. Fateh, Captain Beatty; and Nasar, 
Captain Hood, with the 15th Egyptian battalion and 150° friendly 
Jaalin Arabs, left Dakhila aud steamed towards Shendy. The Dervishes’ 
garrison at Shendy had received warning of the approach of the 
expedition, and when the attempt was made their whole force—700 
strong—was found drawn up between the river and the village. Major 
Hickman landed the troops and the Jaalins, and outflanked the enemy on 
the south, compelling the Dervishes to retire at full speed through the 
village. They made no stand, but broke, and were pursued for twenty 
miles. They lost 160 killed. The Dervishes who escaped retired in the 
direction of Omdurman. There were no casualties on our side. One 
gun-boat returned to patrol the Nile above Shendy. 


The Duke of Wellington’s Wit.—An Austrian Princess once 
asked the Duke of Wellington, ‘“ How is it that we in Vienna 
speak French so much better than you English?’’ ‘To which the 
Duke replied, “‘ Well, Princess, if Napoleon had twice visited London 
with his armies, as he has Vienna, I have no doubt we should be 
much more familiar with the French language.” On another occasion, 
Louis Philippe of France introduced to the Duke of Wellington one 
of the French Marshals whom he had beaten in the Peninsula. The 
Marshal partly turned his back to the Duke, which greatly displeased 
Louis Philippe, who apologised to the Duke for his,Marshal’s rudeness.

Advice to British Emigrants to Klondyke. 
The April circulars of the Emigrants’ Information Office. 
31, Broadway, Westminster, S.W., and the new annual 
editions of the penny handbooks, show the present pro- 
spects of emigration. This is the best season of the year to 
emigrate to Canada ; there isa good opening for experienced 
farm ids. Persons going to the Klondyke gold-fields 
should leave England now, but only those who are strong 
experienced miners, or men accustomed to prospecting for 
minerals in wild and unsettled countries, and have at least 
£300 for journey and food, should think of going ; all others 
are strongly warned against going there. The principal 
mining on these gold-fields is “ placer mining.” Every miner 
must take outa miner’s certificate, which costs 10dols. Creek 
and gulch claims are 250 feet measured in the general 
direction of the stream, the side boundaries to extend to 
the rim of the valley on each side. but not to exceed 
1000 feet from the centre of the creek. River claims are 
on one side of the river only, and are 250 feet measured and 
bounded as above. Other placer claims are 250 feet square. 
Every alternate ten claims belong to the Government. For 
every claim an annual fee of 15 dols.'is charged, and a 
royalty of ten per cent. on gold mined, but the annual pro- 
duct of any mining claim up to 2500 dols. is exempt from 
this royalty. All applications for official emigration tips 
should be made to the Secretary, Emigrants’ Office, 31, 
Broadway, Westminster, 8.W.

CYCLISTS AT DITTON. 


F all the many routes into the country from London, 
the ride to Ripley has for a long time been one of 
the most popular with London cyclists. ‘The road is 
not by any means level for the whole distance, but 
in its breezy commons and comfortable hostelries it 

possesses great attractions for t:e cyclist. The road- 
menders, who are annually treated to an entertainment 
and feast in the winter, at the invitation of a number of 
cyclists who benefit by their exertions during the summer 
months, are largely responsible for its popularity, and there 
is at least one part of the road which is generally in perfect 
condition—we mean the stretch above Cobham, known as 
Fairmile. 

The Ripley road can hardly be said to commence before 
Kingston, to which place there are a variety of routes, all 
about the same distance—twelve miles from Hyde Park 
Corner. 

Passing through the Market Place, thronged on a Satur- 
day afternoon by busy purchases of the next da 's 
provisions, we soon arrive at the Angel at Ditton, the half- 
way house to Ripley, where cyclists may nearly always be 
found, but more particularly on Sunday morninz, when 


the green in front is thronged by am sorts and conditions 
of machines and riders. After refreshments at ths well- 
known halting-place, we resume our journey and enter on 
the more picturesque country. 

Weston Green, Esher Common, Fairmile Common, 
Cobham Common, Ockham Common, and Wisley Common 
follow one another in quick succession, broken only for & 
short time by the little villages of Esher and Cobham, and 
after a ride of twenty-four miles from London we arrive at 
Ripley, famed for its Anchor, where on a fine Sundsy in 
the sumnier 200 cyclists frequently sit down to dine, many 
having to be turned away for lack of room.
